There is more ready money in the 
county than ever before, and the 
large subscriptions to the three pre¬ 
vious loans, and the W. 8. 8. is laid 
away for a rainy day. Those rich 
men whose wealth is In land should 
make diligent inquiry Into the ques¬ 
tion of whether they have contribute3 
In proportion to those whose savings 
were in money. They will be aston¬ 
ished In most cases to find that they 
are not doing as much for their coun¬ 
try as some of their poorer neighbors. 
Let such men use their fine credit 
financially for the benefit of the gov¬ 
ernment and take their quoto of 
bonds. Any banker will show them 
how they can do It. 

This county has the flower of it* 
manhood in the army. The safety of 
our men can best be secured by great 
numbers adequately provided with 
arms and equipment and supplies. If 
the people of such a county as this 
fall to do their part what can be ex¬ 
pected of the country at large? The 
proposition comes home to each one 
of us. It is up to us, men! 

The Spanish influenza and the 
hunting fever struck us at the same 
time, and when you get both together 
you are some discontented. A man 
may lead a quiet peaceful respecta¬ 
ble. Industrious life for ten months, 
and then at the first touch of frost in 
the air, he must answer to the call of 
nature and turn his thoughts to gun 
powder and leaden bullets and go on 
the war path Jn the woods*, It Is a 
trace of barbarism in the blood. 
Good thing it is there perhaps. It 
prevents such bad men as the Hun 
helliom from running over us. 

Lewis Carroll describes the unrest 
that seizes the hunter in the fall, 
when the frost makes even the old 
work horse kick up behind: 

In stature the Manlet was dwarfish— 
No burley big Blunderbore he: 

And he wearily gazed on the crawfish. 
His Wifelet had dressed for his tea; 
•‘Now reach me sweet Atom my gunlet 
And hurl the old shoelet for luck: 

Let me hie to the bank of the runlet. 
And shoot thee a duck!” 

He has loaded with bullet and powder: 
His footfall is noiseless as air: 

But the Voices grow louder and louder 
And bellow and bluster and blare. 
.They bristle before him and after, 
They flutter above and below, 

Shrill shriekings of lubberly laughter. 
Wierd wallings of woe! 

He shall muse upon “Hey! Diddle 
I)iddlel' 

On the Cow that surmounted the 
Moon: 

He shall rave of the Cat and the 
Fiddle. 

And the Dish that eloped with the 
Spoon: 

And his soul shall be sad for the 
Spider, 

When Miss Muffett was sipping her 
whey, 

That so tenderly sat down beside her. 
And scared her away! 

When the Ducklet’s dark dopm is 
decided, 

He will trundle it home in a trice: 
And the banquet so plainly provided, 
Shall round into rosebuds and rice: 

In a blaze of pragmatic Invention 
He shall wrestle with Fate, and shall 
reign; 

But he lias not a friend fit to mention 
So hit him again! 

He has shot it, the delicate darling! 
And the Voices have ceased ffora 
their strife; 

Not a whisper of sneering or snarling 
As he carries it home to his tifir 
Then, cheerily champing the bunlet 
His spouse was so skillful to bake, 

Ife hies him once more to the runlet 
To fetch her the Drake! 

We once knew a man who suffered 
from the Voices in the fall and he 
had no peace until he had killed him¬ 
self a deer. A libation of blood from 
a deer in the fall was necessary for 
him to get through the winter, and 
lie always brought one in until ex¬ 
treme old age brought him peace. 
Success at hunting does not seem to 
have any thing to do with the hunt¬ 
ing fever. It attacks the harmless 
Manlet just as it does the giant Blun¬ 
derbore and the pragmatic inventions 
around the camp fire are about the 
same. By taking thought they can 
add a few cubits to the distance that 
the game was away, and they claim 
to have brought the bird to the 
ground that they blew up In the air. 

But think how the Mantet would 
scoff us, 

And how Ills fine spirits would flag, 
A* he hied to the county clerk's office 
For a red Hunter's License and Tag: 
He would make the woods echo with 


With words that would blister and 


For Instance, “Oh Dear!’ 1 

Tliat silly hunter's license is the 
fly in the ointment. Before you can 
even offer to hunt, you have to sue 
out a hunter's license. You fill up a 
questlonaire and the clerk forges out 
the license. In tifty-flve counties of 
this State these useless hunter's li¬ 
censes are occupying the time and 
attention of some of the best workers 
In Weet Virginia. There is an ap¬ 
palling amount of lost motion in the 
Innovation on the common law. 
Why, a man is registered to vote 
without any of the endeavor that he 
has to put forth for the privilege of 
carrying a gun. Once registered his 
name is carried forward automatical¬ 
ly by the registrars until he dies, 
moves or Is sent to the pen. This 
hunter's license Is as bad as If a hus¬ 
band had to sue out a marriage li¬ 
cense every fall or be arrested for 
not having one. Too bad. 

It is a wondnr tliat some public 
spirited man has not tested the 
strength of this unpopular law In a 
free country. The failure to have a 
license when hunting Is a misdemean¬ 
or punishable by a tine of not less 
than twenty-five dollars and at the 
discretion of the court confinement 
In Jail. Failure to produce tht license 
or wear the tag while hunting lain 
Itself a violation. Section fi of the 
bill of rights provides that citizens 
shall be secure In their houses, per¬ 
sons, papers, and effects, from unrea¬ 
sonable searches and seizures, and in 
this respect their rights shall not be 
violated. Mark you that it does not 
say unlawful searches and seizures; 
it says unreasonable. Query, then: 
With such a provision In the consti¬ 
tution can the legislature pass such a 
law unless there be good reasonY The 
constitution controls the legislature. 
If the law produced a revenue, it 
might be reasonable. But being 
merely a police measure to inconven¬ 
ience the innocent that some possible 
violator might be detected. It strikes 
us as being a statue of the legislature 
seeking to make legal unreasonable 
searches and seizures. With every¬ 
body busy winning the war. about all 
I that can be done Is to wait a more 
convenient season to talk about this 
law. And the officials are busy In 
this day of our might, Issuing red 
hunter s licenses by the thousand, 
though the federal constitution pro¬ 
vides that the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be In¬ 
fringed. The We6t Virginia law is 
that to carry an uncased gun in any 
of the woods or fields of West Vir¬ 
ginia Is prima fiacie evidence of a 
violation of the act. 

The game got along better In the 
days when the woods were filled with 
armed men for then no hunter had, 
so poor a spirit but that lie had a, 
shot for every varment that preyed 
on game. The law took away the 
protection of the game. A deer, tur¬ 
key, .pheasant, squirrel, rabbit or, 
quail never harmed a hawk, eagle, 
fox. wlld-cat. weasle, mink, skunk, 
or any other predatory creature. 
They are destroyed and kept down 
by man. Since the strong game laws 
came into force every varment has 
had a picnic. 

Let us try to write a Uncle Remus 
story. We have tried nearly every 
other kind of literature: 

Uncle Remus was fond of the little 
boy. But he often thought of the 
little boy who was the father of this 
little boy, and how frail tills young 
one seemed when compared with the 
other. One day he came to Uncle 
Remus's house where the old darkey 
was cobbling shoes. The little boy 
had a cold. He told Uncle Remus
